On Budget 


Meeting briefly together at Town 
Hall Monday night, the Finance Com- 
mittee, School Committee and Board of 
Selectmen agreed they would go into 
town meeting supporting a $12.9 million 
school budget. 

FinComm Chairman Ruth Dunbar 
said she wanted the three committees 
to discuss ‘‘how this would be handled 
when we go into town meeting.’’

School Board Takes A Look But 
Fails To Adjust Its Budget 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


The School Committee came away from 
their first pass on five accounts in a $12.9 
million budget Tuesday night without mak- 
ing any major changes in the school system 
— and without making any substantial pro- 
gress. 

One parent called the committee’s deci- 
sion to maintain the teaching staff largely 
as-is ‘‘an exercise in fantasy.” 

And Chairman Richard Neal warned that 
unless the committee completes a first pass 
on all 28 accounts next week to come up 
with ‘‘a bottom-line figure, we’re going to 
be in a serious spot. 

“I’m afraid we haven’t accomplished a 
lot in getting us toward a $12.9 figure,’’ he 
said. 

The committee now has three weeks to 
reduce its $14.3 million budget to $12.9 mil- 
lion in time for town meeting. 

Although town meeting will vote on sala- 
ry and expense totals only, and not individu- 
al line items, committee members said 
they feel a ‘‘responsibility’’ to explain each 
account, so voters will know what they are 
voting on. 

However, Neal said he did not want to 
‘‘make hasty decisions we will have to live 
with just to meet the April 26 deadline. It is 
my intention to have a line item budget 
completed, but the town does not have con- 
trol over individual line items.”’ 

The committee began their first pass, 
before a near-capacity audience in the West 
Elementary auditorium, by tackling what 
Michael Giammusso termed ‘‘the most im- 
portant accounts’: teaching, transporta- 
tion,« program advisors, assistant 
principals, and audio-visual 

Discussion began with an encore of last 
week's debate over how the budget review 


should be handled. The chairman suggested 
the committee run through line items‘in the 
administration’s recommended $12.9 mil- 
lion budget, first presented on March 16. 

Giammusso and Donald Robb said they 
agreed with that approach. But Susan 
Poore maintained that the committee 
should not ‘‘be creating a budget,” but 
should set a budget policy for the adminis- 
tration to follow instead; Poore said she 
‘‘felt more comfortable being a policy-mak- 
er. 

She added that she needed more informa- 
tion on some accounts before making deci- 
sions. 

When the committee began looking at the 
teaching account, Poore said she saw the 
budget reduction as ‘‘a short-term, two or 
three year phenomenon.’ With that in 
mind, she recommended making no reduc- 
tion in the elementary teaching staff, and 
no reduction in athletics, for example. 

But Robb said cuts in next year’s budget 
would ‘‘set a pattern and a trend — clearly 
it’s not going to get better. (Proposition) 
2¥2 is a permanent condition with us, and 
assuming that we can save whole programs 
is an insidious and false approach. There 
are going to be permanent changes.”’ 

No such changes were approved Tuesday 
night, however. The committee rejected 
closing the West Traditional program, for 
example, one option proposed by the admin- 
istration. (Please see accompanying 
story. ) 

Instead, they voted to maintain that pro- 
gram and cut elementary staffing levels 
from the current level of 96 teachers to 88. 
Eliminating the traditional program would 
have cut an additional five teachers. 

And at the secondary level, they voted to 


cut only one teacher, not 21.5 as the admin- 
istration had suggested would be possible. 
Stephen Flashenburg of Launching Road 


called the conservative cuts the committee’ 


made in the teaching salary account ‘“‘an 
exercise in fantasy,’’ because teaching sal- 
aries represented about 60 percent of the 
$14.3 million budget — and larger cuts will 
have to be made there if the committee is to 
achieve a $12.9 million figure. 

Moving onto another account, Neal noted, 
‘‘We’re going to have to come back to this 
one, obviously.”’ 

Transportation also escaped drastic cuts 
on the first pass. (Please see accompanying 
story). Four committee members voted to 
maintain current levels of bus service, with 
only Robb opposed. 

On the supervisors and principals ac- 
counts, Giammusso proposed sending both 
program advisors and assistant principals 
back into the classroom for 20 percent of 
their time. 

His motions were approved, but Neal said 
the committee will have to discuss the 
proposal with legal counsel, to be sure the 
administrators’ contracts allow classroom 
teaching. 

“T feel strongly that program advisors 
perform a very important function in plan- 
ning, providing consistency of service, con- 
trol and discipline,’’ Giammusso said. ‘‘But 
I certainly feel they have to accept some of 
the impact (of budget cuts).’’ 

Robb said that cutting the time program 
advisors spend developing the curriculum 
and implementing new ideas would be felt 
in the classroom, especially if programs 
and teaching staff are cut. 

And Mitsakos said that since program 
advisors evaluate the teaching staff, those 


detailed evaluations would now have to be 
done every other year, instead of every 
year 

Supt. Kenneth Seifert called cutting the 
program advisors supervisory time ‘‘a 
very, very significant policy decision.” 

But Poore indicated that program advi- 
sors are ‘‘a layer of bureaucracy. If you 
have to cut, my concern is cutting from the 
top down, and not from the classroom tea- 
cher. The bureaucratic level is one we have 
to consolidate, and in some cases elimi- 
nate.”’ 

Giammusso’s companion motion on the 
assistant principals drew no discussion. 
Both motions passed with three-two votes; 
Poore and Robert Smith were opposed. 

Finally, Smith proposed trimming the 
audio-visual account by cutting the number 
of media librarians from nine to five, while 
increasing the number of aides from 6.6 to 
8.6. His motion passed on a four-one vote, 
with Giammusso opposed. 

Giammusso said he would prefer to keep 
the number of professional library staffers 
at a higher level and reduce the number of 
aides to zero, if necessary. Volunteers 
might take up the slack, he suggested. 

Among other responsibilites, media li- 
brarians teach students at all levels how to 
use library materials, help develop curric- 
ulum, and contribute to in-service educa 
tion programs for teachers 


At the next school committee meeting, 
scheduled for Tuesday night, the committee 
will attempt to review the remaining ac 
counts, to complete their first pass on a 
$12.9 million budget. Those accounts in- 
clude athletics, guidance, health services, 
textbooks and maintenance. 


Traditional Program Accorded 
A Temporary Reprieve 


The West Traditional program offered to 
some 300 students at West Elementary 
School escaped unscathed from a School 
Committee budget review Tuesday night, 
but it may be only a temporary reprieve. 

After last week’s defeat of the Proposi- 
tion 24e-referendum question, the commit- 
tee must cut next year’s budget from $14.3 
million to $12.9 millio: The traditional 
program has emerged as one potential vic- 
tim of reductions that must be made in the 
school system 

In a detailed written report, the school 
administration said they could cut five tea- 
chers and save $170,000 by closing the tradi- 
tional program. That would increase the 
average elementary class size from 25 to 27 
pupils, Asst. Supt. Charles Mitsakos ex- 
plained. 

About 200 students in the program would 
Stay at West because it is their neighbor- 
hood school, and the rest would be distrib- 
uted- anrong - thetr- neighborhood schools, 


Mitsakos explained 

A number of parents said they were 
against closing the program, in sometimes 
emotional terms 

“If you decide to close this program 
what are you going to tell the children?” 
one mother asked the committee. “That 
money is more important than they are?”’ 

Joseph Howard of Livingston Circle said 
that since it began in 1975, the traditional 
program has been ‘‘the core of the educatio- 
nal system you're talking about. You're 
really talking about destroying a core pro- 
gram. We’re talking about elimination - 
that’s not change.’ 

Donald Robb repeated a point he had 
made earlier in the evening, that ‘‘change is 
difficult, but this budget is going to bring 
change.” 

He pointed out that the 350 children who 
were redistributed when the Doherty school 
closed two years ago, and the 250 children 
who attended Shawsheer School before its 


closing last year, ‘‘have survived 

And Chairman Richard Neal emphasized 
that ‘‘a $12.9 million budget was not our 
decision. We have a mandate on us, and this 
is going to cost a lot in this school system 

But new committeeman Robert Smith 
said it ‘“‘doesn’t make too much sense to 
close the traditional program,’ to applause 
from the large audience in the West EI 
ementary auditorium 

And on a motion made by Susan Poore, 
the committee unanimously voted to keep 
the program open and maintain 88 elemen 
tary teachers, while reducing aide time by 
25 percent 

But because that vote saved only about 
$130,000, Michael Giammusso predicted the 
committee would return to take another 
look at the traditional program on a second 
pass. He added that he favored further 
reductions in aide time as well. 

At the secondary level, the administra- 


. 


tion recommended cutting 21.5 teachers, at 


a savings of nearly $400,000, while ‘‘main- 
‘aining the_scope of the program we now 
have,”’ Mitsakos said 

That could be accomplished in part by 
combining levels in some English and so- 
cial studies classes, and increasing some 
class sizes in English, science and math- 
ematics, he explained 

Committeeman Robb said it was unac 
ceptable that the administration had rec- 
ommended cutting only five elementary 
teachers, but more than 20 secondary tea- 
chers: ‘“That’s a very disproportionate im- 
pact.’ 


Poore moved to cut only one teacher, as 
recommended under the higher budget 
That motion passed on a three-two vote, 
with Neal and Giammusso dissenting. 


Poore said she would like to go back and 
look at funds budgeted for specialists at a 
later date :

An Acute Need For Space 


While the planning board may well have a 
Pientiful agenda to cope with in the months 
ahead, we would suggest that the time has come 
for the planners to take a serious look at the 
overall downtown area or central business dis- 
trict and its confines. 

It is becoming increasingly evident that there is 
need for expansion, a suggestion which has con- 
sistantly been met with less than enthusiastic 
reception. 

There have been attempts from time to time to 
extend the confines of the commercial area into 
the residential borders of the business district. 
Sometimes the rejection has been justified since 
the proposal to convert a residence to a commer- 
cial entity has been spotty and outside the con- 
fines of what would constitute a consistent 
business district 

The arguments may well have been valid in the 
past, and based on emotional appeals at town 
meeting quite generally resulted in retention of 
the business, or commercial district as it has 
existed for decades 

But, there is now an apparent and evident need 
for additional commercial space in the central 
area of the community, and some of the reason 
may just be based on success. 

Within the existing commercial district several 
businesses have expanded, or are planning for 
additional space, resulting in some enterprises 
being forced from downtown locations. 

When the business people begin looking for 


adequate space to continue their operations, none 
can be found to accommodate their needs. There 
exists, then, the distinct possibility that these 
businesses which are Andover-oriented and serve 
local people, will be forced to move to other 
communities, or cease operations. 

The commereial enterprises are more the serv- 
ice operations or office-type, rather than large, 
heavy-volume stores. They have a place in the 
business zone, and provide needed services to 
local and area residents. 

But space to accommodate them is at a premi- 
um, if any can be found at all. 


What is suggested here is that the development 
and planning department begin a concise exami- 
nation of the central business area and provide 
for some orderly and acceptable expansion. : 

There are a number of residential properties 
within the periphery of the central business dis- 
trict, which well could be classified as possible 
business sites, should they become available 

With an acceptable plan, it is conceivable that 
such conversion would lead to some relief to the 
present inability of business people to continue to 
enjoy serving the people of the community and at 
the same time realize the American dream of 
being a successful enterprise. 

Frankly, based on a definitive display of inter- 
est among many current business residents, it 
would seem to be a matter in urgent need of 
address by the town’s planners.

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Architects Working On Practical 
Plan For Junior High Reuse 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


A team of architects are now hard at 
work developing ‘‘a good set of working 
plans”’ for the reuse of East Junior High, a 
“very practical, logical” plan that town 
meeting will be asked to approve next 
month. 

Architects from the small firm of DeNes- 
co Kretch Associates reported back to the 
Reuse Committee Tuesday night, commit- 
tee Chairman Lawrence Spiegel said this 
week. 

They have been hired to do ‘‘a definitive 
study, once and for all, to determine how 
municipal functions can be combined into 
these two units,’’ Spiegel explained, refer- 
ring to the two wings of East that will soon 
be turned over to the town. 

The central portion ofthe school, Memo- 
rial Auditorium, will be used as part of the 
new Doherty Junior High, now under con- 
struction. 

The committee would like to see all town 


and school administrative offices consol- 
idated at East. Those offices are now scat- 
tered among Town Hall, the theatre 
building on Essex Street, and the former 
Shawsheen School. 

The architects, hired about three weeks 
ago, are currently studying how much 
space is available in the EJH wings, what it 
could be used for, and how town and school 
offices could be combined in the building. 

For example, Spiegel said it might be 
possible for town and school offices to share 
such areas as a copy center and computer 
room, as well as a central filing system. 


The architects are also looking at park- 
ing, and ways to improve the appearance of 
the area surrounding East. 


Although the architects’ plans will not be 
complete for another three weeks or so, the 
chairman said they currently foresee put- 
ting all community offices such as the town 


clerk's office on the first floor, executive 
offices like the town manager’s on the sec- 
ond floor, and technical offices on the third 
floor. 

Two floors in the west wing could be used 
for non-subsidized housing for senior citi- 
zens, he added. 


During town meeting, the architects will 
make a visual presentation to voters, show- 
ing their design for the building and further 
descriptions, Spiegel indicated. ‘‘We will go 
to town meeting with all the facts town 
meeting needs to make a decision,’’ he 
promised. 


Voters will not decide exactly what will 
happen to East, he emphasized, but will 
simply allow town officials to ‘‘entertain 
proposals from developers.”’ 


Officials will return to town meeting with 
those proposals in hand, perhaps next year. 


Committee Retains 
Bus Service Level 


Working on their $12.9 million budget 
Tuesday night, the School Committee voted 
to cut $75,000 from the transportation ac- 
count — but without cutting existing levels 
of bus service 

The administration's recommended $12.9 
million budget proposed maintaining cur- 
rent bus service: busing all secondary 
school students who live outside a two-mile 
radius of their schools and all elementary 
students outside a 1.5-mile radius. In addi- 
tion, buses pick up all elementary students 
who live on streets considered hazardous 
for walking. 

But administrators found they could save 
$75,000 by delaying the starting hour at 
elementary schools by 20 minutes, Business 
Manager Francis Paul explained. That 
would allow more efficient bus routes and 
Save mileage costs. 

Susan Poore movea » approve the ad- 
ministration’s recommendation, which 
passed on a four-one vote. 

Michael Giammusso endorsed the idea as 

‘a valid approach to take — it makes a 
great deal of sense. It’s certainly the way to 
go

Only Donald Robb opposed the motion. 
The committee approved bus service for so- 
called unsafe neighborhoods last fall when 
parents protested proposed cuts in bus serv- 
ice — and at that time, committeemen 
called their decision a temporary solution. 

Tuesday's “ote ‘‘formalizes a non-policy 
policy,’’ Rovb said. ‘‘Now we have a policy 
(a 1.5-mile radius for elementary students), 
but it means aothing.”’ 

Robb has cunsistently maintained that 
the committee an no longer afford to offer 
bus service beyond those limits required by 
State law: a two-mile radius for all stu- 
dents. 

He also said it was unwise to eliminate 
funds for a possible increase in gas prices 
from the account. The administration had 
included $16,000 for increased gas prices in 
its original $14.9 million budget, submitted 
in February 

The $522,200 transportation budget ap- 
proved by the committee this week, on a 
first pass, also eliminates the late bus, at a 


$10,000 savings; and buses for seventh- and 
tenth-graders attending orientation, at a 
$1,150 savings

Nothing will be done to the school building 
without town meeting approval, Spiégel 
said. 

And developers’ proposals will have to 
meet ‘‘very definite, precise’ guidelines 
from the town, he added. 

Moving administrative offices into East 
would free three buildings for reuse, too, 
Spiegel pointed, out. Developers would 
have major tax incentives for buying town 
hall, the theatre building or the Shawsheen 


‘School — and they could be placed on the 


tax rolls, with the town maintaining tight 
control over how the buildings would be 
rehabilitated. 

Town meeting approval would enable 
town officials to solicit developer’s propo- 
sals for each of those buildings, as well as 
Memorial Hall Library, which officials 
hope to expand. 

The warrant article also asks for $3.5 
million to be appropriated for construction 
and planning costs. 

Spiegel sees town hall (‘‘a fantastic build- 
ing’) used as a community center; 
Shawsheen, for ‘‘badly-needed’’ non-subsi- 
dized elderly housing. 

The overall reuse plan could ease traffic 
and parking problems downtown, and ‘‘go a 
long way toward straightening out the 
downtown area,” he added. 

“This is a very, very exciting thing,’’ the 
chairman commented. ‘‘It’s an opportunity 
to make a contribution to the central busi- 
ness district — and the town should have a 
good, healthy central business base. It’s 
good for the community.”’ 

The reuse committee is planning to meet 
weekly to finish the plans in time for town 
meeting, he noted. Meetings are held at 
town hall, and are posted 48 hcurs in ad- 
vance on the town hall bulletin board.

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Raytheon Earnings At Record 


Raytheon Company reported record, 


sales, earnings, and earnings per share for 
the eleventh consecutive year. Net income 
increased 14.8 percent on a 12.7 percent 
sales increase over 1980. 

Net income for 1981 was $324.0 million, or 
$3.86 per share, compared to $282.3 million, 
or $3.40 per share, in 1980. In 1981 sales 
increased to %4,636 billion from $5,002 bil- 
lion a year earlier. 

Principal contributors to the record per- 
formance were government electronic sys- 
tems, aircraft products, and geophysical 
exploration. 

It was the first full year of production for 
the Raytheon-developed Patriot air defense 
missile system. Production also began on 
advanced versions of Sparrow and Side- 
winder air-to-air missiles and continued at 
high levels for other government systems 
including electronic countermeasures and 
shipboard radar and sonar systems. 

Beech Aircraft posted another record 
year exceeding $900 million in sales for the 
first time. Seismograph Service Corp. led 
Raytheon’s energy services activity with 
record performance in domestic and for- 
eign oil and gas exploration and velocity 
well-logging. The D.C. Heath publishing 
unit also reported a record year. 

In the fourth quarter of 1981 Raytheon’s 
net income was $79.3 million, or $.94-a 
share, versus $68.4 million, or $.82 a share, 
in 1980. Fourth quarter sales increased to 


$1.525 billion from $1.328 billion a year 
earlier. 

The 1980 per share data are restated to 
reflect the two-for-one stock split in June 
1981. Earnings per share are based on the 
average number of shares outstanding dur- 
ing the period. For the year, there was an 
average of 84.0 million shares outstanding 


in 1981 and 83.0 million in 1980. Average 
shares outstanding in the fourth quarter of 
1981 were 84.2 million compared with 83.3 
million a year earlier. 

At year end, Raytheon’s total backlog 
stood at $5.444 billion compared with $5.732 
billion at the end of 1980. The U. S. Govern- 
ment-funded portion of the backlog 


amounted to $2.166 billion compared with 
$1.977 billion a year earlier. 

Provision for federal and foreign taxes in 
1981 was $214.1 million. In 1980, the tax 
provision was $197.2 million. In the fourth 
quarter, tax provisions were $53.2 million in 
1981 and $48.7 million in 1980.

Gillette Sales Are Unchanged 


Sales and net income of The Gillette Com- 
pany in 1981 were virtually unchanged but 
profit from operations rose well above the 
level of a year ago, Colman M. Mockler, 
Jr., chairman and chief executive officer, 
reported. Sales in the fourth quarter were 
slightly lower than the same period in 1980, 
while net income was slightly higher. Profit 
from operations in the quarter was sharply 
higher than the year earlier. 

Sales for the year were $2,334,397,000, an 
increase of 1 percent over the $2,315,294 ,000 
of 1980. Profit from operations was $311,- 
962,000, up 12 percent from $277,607,000 a 
year earlier. Pretax income was $216,791,- 
000, up 2 percent from $213,577,000 in 1980. 
Consolidated net income was $124,291,000 
compared with $123,977,000 the year before 
Earnings per share wefé $4.11 for both 
years. 

Net income reflects accounting changes 


resulting rom application of the new Finan- 
cial Accounting Standard No. 52 covering 
foreign currency translation. Under the 
new standard, earnings per share are high- 
er by $1.42 for the year and an adjustment 
has been made directly to stockholders’ 
equity. For the first three quarters of 1981, 
earnings per share have been restated to 
$3.26 per share from $2.18 per share pre- 
viously reported, an increase of $1.08 per 
share for the nine months. Net income for 
1980 has not been restated as the effect 
would not be material. 

Net exchange losses, resulting primarily 
from balance sheet translation related to 
Latin America, were higher than the prior 
year and net interest expense was above 
that of a year earlier. 

Sales and operating profits of Gillette 
North America were above those of the 
prior year. Gillette International’s sales

were level with last year, but operating 
profits rose. Sales and operating profits of 
Braun A.G. in 1981 were below the year 
earlier. The steep decline in major Euro- 
pean currency exchange rates adversely 
affected both Gillette International’s and 
Braun’s sales and operating profits when 
reported in United States dollars.

The chairman said he was also ‘‘im- 
pressed” with the amount of work the de- 
veloper had put into the new plans, because 
it probably indicated a serious intention to 
carry them out. 

Kalogianis also brought in rough sketches 
of a proposed tea lots development, with 
more than 30 houses built around three cul- 
de-sacs, Gravallese said. 

During the negotiations, the bargaining 
points have included how much compensa- 
tion Kalogianis would receive in addition to 
the tea lots, and whether he would be allow- 
ed to build a 15-lot subdivision on the hill.
